$60,000,000 BUDGET 


Aldermen, in Humorous Mood, 
Laughingly Roar Down 
Many “Increased Sal- 
ary” Amendments.

Jesting Colleagues Lightly Raise 
the Bond Issue and Reject 
the Two Platoon 


System.

It took the city council, in special session 
yesterday afternoon, just two and a halt 
hours to dispose of $60,000,000 worth of busi- 
ness. The eity budget for 1910 went through 
with a whoop and a hurry, receiving two tiny 
scars, so small that they were scarcely visi- 
ble to the naked eye. 

Ald. B. W. Snow, chief sponsor for the 
large document—calmiy seated in a steam 
rolier—guided it through the council with 
such dexterous skill that his engineering 
feat flattened to wafers practically all op- 
position and created from foe and friend 
alike a constant round of laughter. 
Whatever of a fight on the budget may 
have been contemplated, it did not last long. 


As soon as the Seventh ward alderman got 


under way in his vehicle the attacks began 
to be less numerous and less troublesome. 
Finally the budget champion converted so 
many opponents that every alderman who 
arose to utter a protest was smothered out of 
voice in an avalanche of jests. 


Few Salary Boosts Given. 

Two gut of some twenty aldermen appeail- 
ing for changes in budget features met with 
success. One city father secured a salary 
raise for a clerk in the city’s employ and 


another city father got six draftsemen salary 


boosts, amounting, all told, to $840. These 
were the only scare raised on the budget. : 

Only one alderman managed to make any 
stand atall. William E. Dever of the Seven- 
teenth ward delivered an oratorical plea in 
behalf of the double platoon system for fire- 
men in the First battalion. Ald; Snow sat on 
the proposition by pointing out that if tried 
it would mean an increase of 10 per cent in 
taxes next year. When it came to @ roll call 
the proposition was laid on the table by a 
vote of 40 to 26. 

No attack whatever was made on the 
$25,000 appropriation for an efficiency bu- 
reau. There were a few belated words ut- 
tered by Ald. Fisher on the much talked of 


budget were

Miss Valentine Smith, city archivist, was 
awarded an unpaid bill of $208.83 for services 
last April. 

One hugdred thousand dollars was added te 
the bond issue for small park purposes. 

As passed the budget reaches the unprece- 


dented total of $60,151,524, and as increased 


the bond issue now becomes $12,098,163. 

Ald. Beilfuss introduced the amendment 
which provided for adding the sum of $100,000 
to the hond issue. For the contemplated ex- 
penditure - on small parks for next year the 
amount originally placed in the bond issue 
feature of the budget was $125,000. This wae 
all to go to the Seventeenth ward. The addi- 
tion will mean a scattering of the benefits by 
increasing small park facilities in all parte of 
the city, ‘and is hence, it is believed; a meas- 
ure that will mean strength to the bond 10 
sue when it comes up for popular vote. 


Take It Up, Page by Page. 

Mayor. Busse called the council to order at 
2 p. m., and after a roll call gave the chair to 
Ald. Snow, and the council then became a 
committee of the whole. Thereupon the 
budget was taken up page by page and when- 
ever an objection was raised a viva voce vote 
was taken. 

Ald. Michael Cönlon of the Eighteenth 


ward was first to interpose. He introduced 


an amendment granting a raise in salary to 
Abe Merinbaum, a messenger in the mayor's 
office, from $1,500 a year to $2,000. The meas- 
ure was voted down. 

Ald. Powers made four attempts for 
changes in salaries; and lost out in each 
instance. Aid. Dalley made a plea in be- 
half of the chief matron of the police depart- 
ment, asking for a raise from $1,200 to $1,500. 
It was voted down. Ald. Fulton asked to 
have a phrase reading not to exceed the 
union rate of wages stricken out and was 
squelched,

CURTISS FLIES THE FASTEST, 


Sete Mark for Los Angeles Course; 
Speed Is 434 Miles an Hour. 


Los Angeles, Cal., Jan. 12.—Louis Paulhan, 
the French aviator, broke all official and un- 
oficial world’s records for altitude today ina 
Farman biplane. 

‘The judges’ record of Paulhan’s altitude 
was 4,146 feet. The time in the air wae fifty 
minutes forty-six and one-fifth seconde. The

seconds. 

This breaks Hubert Latham’s record, made 
at Mourmelon, France, which was given at 
between 1,600 and 1,800 feet. 

-Paulhan is the ido} of the crowd tonight, 
He made his great record shortly after losing 
the speed record of the course te Glenn H. 
Curtiss. 


Frenchman Is Active Flyer. 

The Frenchman, using an éngine just ar- 
rived from Paris, had been almost constantly 
in the limelight an the afternoon. He had 
circled the course again and again, skidded 
and dipped and swung corners in such daring 
fashion that made his wife and other less 
personally interested spectators shiver. * 

The sun was low toward the sea and the

his decision to go higher than any man in a 
heavier-than-air machine ever had at- 
tempted. 
The wind barely stirred. Paultian rose in 
air, He bent low his gray capped head 
smiled a smile of promise as he made

Bares Head as Crowd Cheers. 

At the estimated height of 1,300 feet Paul- 
han described a great circle, as if feeling the 
currents. By thie time he was a mile and 
4 half from camp. Word was spread that he 
had beaten the world's record. He kept on 
going up until almost out of sight. 

At 5 o'clock the machine came into plainer 
sight once more. Paulhan began to deecend. 
He came down easily in front of the grand 
stand after being in the air nearly fifty-one 
minutes, Aa he leaped from his — 
cheeks glowing and eyes flashing, he 
grabbed by bis friends and carried to the 
grand Gand, where he bared his head amid 


a thunder of cheers.

Greets His Wife in Midair. 

At that moment Beachey and Knabenshue, 
in their dirigibles, had passed over the grand 
stand and also started toward the New York. 
But Pauihan, rising in a wide circie to a 
height of 600 feet, salled.a mile or more over 
the adjacent fields and the fringe of trees 
that lined the camp om the north, until he 
approached close enough to hail his wife in 
the balloon. Then, sweeping down, he paid 
his respecte to Beachey and to Knabenshue 
and returned to camp. 

Two men-—Curtiss, keen and silent; Paul- 
han, boyish and daring—represent the great 
contest of the meet. 

After his first flight today Paulhan hardly 
gave his engine time to cool before he tried 
another flight—this time with Maisson as 
passenger. Apparently ghe flight was as easy 
as the first, but he did not rise as high. 


Curtiss Makes Speed Record. 

It was about 2 o'clock in the afternoon that 
things began to happen. The balloons and 
the dirigibles driven by Knabenshue and 
Beachey crowded over the course. Two Cur- 
tise machines were dragged to the white 
marked starting place. A band played waltz 
music and the official starters and markers 
took their places. 

Then the silent Curtiss stepped from his 
tent and the megaphone announced that he 
would try for the speed record of the course. 
Curtiss took his seat and gave the signal. 
After a short trial flight he increased his 
speed to the rate of forty-three and one-half 


miles an hour. The time given for the ccurse 


of slightly more than a mile and a half was 
2:13 3-5. No sooner had Curtiss alighted 
and strolled carelessly away into the crowd 
than Paulhan's manager announced that the 
Frenchman would seek to take the speed 
honor from the American. 


Paulhan’s Engine Too Weak. 


Paulhan started at onde, but it was evi- 
dent that his engine had less power. His 


| turns were not so sharp. The result of the 


second lap, which he designated as the one 
he wished timed, was fourteen seconds slow- 
er than Curtise’ record. The Frenchman 
kept on flying. however, until he had circled 
the course six times. 

On none.of his rounds did he equal Curtiee’ 
record, though he covered more than eight 
miles in the flight. 

Following his victory, Curtiss came out on 
the course again. He went up to fee! out the 
air currents to try for a high fligut, but at 
the height of 100 feet he ceased ascending 
and circled twice round the course. Then 
he alighted, and a little later he again circled 
the field, carrying Harmon in the passenger's 
seat. 

Cortiandt Field Bishop, president of the 
Aero Club of America, was 4 spectator of ail 
the flights and declared America in the fu- 
ture would be the place where most aerial 
records would be broken. He complimented 
Paulhan and Curtiss on their achievements

Members of Firm Deny There 
Was Either Plot or Collu- 
sion in the Purchase of 

40,000 Shares. 


New York, Jan. 12.~[Special.}~The gov- 
erning committee of the stock exchange to- 
day disposed of the Rock Island scandal by 
suspending Simeon B. Chapin and F. D. Coun- 
tiss—both Chicago ‘men—for sixty-and thirty 
days, respectively, and by authorising Secre- 
tery Ely to prepare to make a public state- 
ment summarizing the facts discloséd by the 
investigation. Ely will give out the state- 
ment tomorrow. 

Tue suspended members are the board 
members of . B. Chapin & Co., one of the 
largest stock, grain, and cotton houses in 
this city and Chicago. Chapin, the senior 
member, is a cousin of J. Ogden Armour. 
Countiss has charge of the Chicago offices 
and ig president of the Chicago stock ex- 


Modify the Original Penalty. 

The decision of the governors ends one of 
the sharpest contests that ever has been 
waged inside the stock exchange. Upon the 
report of the special committee censuring the 

*firm for its action in the execution with the 
Rock Island order, a great many influential! 
members of the exchange and several of the 
more influential of its patrons interested 
themselves to endeavor to persuade the gov- 
ernors that any suspension would be an in- 
justice, It was contended on the firm's be- 
half that no other fault had been committed 
than the literal execution of an order given 
to it by a customer in the regular course of 
business and that the firm could be blamed 
for nothing more than a mistake in execu- 
tion. This led to a reopening of the case 
and a modification of the penalty, which 
originally was placed at suspension for one 
year. . 

At the meetings Tuesday night and today 
the governors also took up the cases.of other 
brokers who handled the buying orders for 
Rock Island on the morning of the scandal. 
These brokers insisted they had’ done noth- 
ing more than to execute in good faith and 
according to their instructions the orders 
given to them by a fellow member. There 
were twenty firms among which the buying

Two Others Under Fire. 

It ie understood that the cases of only two 
brokers besides those suspended were seri- 
ously considered. One of these was the brok- 
er who bid 84 for 2,000 shares when the stock 
was sold up to its high point of 81. The other 
broker who was so closely associated with 
the Rock Island party that he tipped the stock 
widely in the Racquet ¢lub, came down 
from the club on that Monday morning just 
after Christmas with a number of buying 
orders which he executed at high prices. The 
inference may have been that the close con- 
nection of this broker with the Rock Island 
party implied collusion in the stock opera- 
tions. Obviously no such collusion was 
found. 

Secretary Ely would not say under what 
section of the constitution the suspensions 
would be voted. i 

After thé action of the governors had be- 
come known, the comparative lightness of 
the decision was explained in certain quar- 
ters by a report that an understanding had 
been reached whereby D. G. Reid was to re- 
tire from active participation in the affairs 
of the Rock Island. 

Tt also was stated that the Rock Island 
company directors had elected Robert Wailk- 
er, formerly assistant general counsel, either 
president of the Rock Island company, the 
holding corporation of the Rock Island rail- 
road, or to succeed Richard A. Jackson, re- 
signed, as genera) counsel. and first vice pres- 
ident ot the Rock Island lines. 


Statement by Suspended Firm. 

8. B. Chapin & Co. issued the following 
statement tonight: 

“We received an order on Dec. 27 from a 
customer to buy 40,000 shares of Rock Island 
common at the market at the opening, and 
were expresely directed to give it out to 
twenty brokers to buy 2,000 shares each. 
The execution of the orders caused trouble 
and confusion, but in doling this we simply 
acted as directed, and our customer paid for 
the stock the following day. 

“We were left without any discretion in 
the matter. We had no reason to believe 
there wae any purpose or design on the part 
of the customer except to acquire the shares 
mentioned and in the manner covered by his 
instructions to us, nor did we have the slight- 
est doubt on the subject. The result was 
purely an accident. The disturbance could 
not para have been foreseen, and a simi- 
Jar occurrence is unlikely to ever happen 
again. 

“There has been no imputation or sugges- 
tion of wrongdoing on our part. We will con- 
tinue to conduct our business as usual, but 
will give out our orders for execution on the 
New York stock exchange to other brokers 
during the interval. 


CHICAGO MEN N INTERESTED.

“The milk producers of the Chicago district

On the other hand, if the trust firms yield 
to the demand for higher rates to the pro- 
ducers, the creameries and cheese factories 
will be able to utilize the surplus mim 
product. . 

High prices were the keynote of the meet- 
ing, so the consumers of 8 cent milk cam ex- 
tract small comfort therefrom. It was indi- 
cated that an increase of 10 cents an eight 
gallon can and 15 cents per 100 pounds to the 
bottlers would be likely. 

Joyful Predictions of Advance. 

The consensus of opinion among the 4i- 
rectors of the Milk Producers’ Protective aa- 
sociation, who constituted the meeting in the 
Ashland block, was that 1910 will see higher 
prices for all sorts of dairy products. : 

“ Butter will de higher than for twenty 
years,” said C. H. Potter of Higin, “and it 
will undoubtedly sell for 30 cents @ pound by 
May and June. 

The establishment by the association of 
central depots in Chicago for direct distribu- 
tion of milk to consumers was placed in the 
hands of the milk board, consisting of C. H. 
Potter, Elgin; W. A. Goodwin, Crystal Lake, 
and Ray Paddock, Round ane, III.; C. E. 
Williams, Genoa Junction, Wis.; and WI 
iam N. Osborne, Wanatah, Ind., with m- 
structions to report at the annual meeting 
on Feb. 7. 

The national convention of milk producers 
will be held in connection with the annual 
meeting of the association on Feb. 7, and 
Secretary James P. Grier was instructed to 
invite Secretary of Agriculture James WII 
son, former Gov. Hoard of Wisconsin, and 
Gov. Warner of Michigan to be present and 
address the delegates. . 

The producers are planuti a rally cam- 
paign in northern Illinois and Indiana and 
southern Wisconsin and Michigan to enlarge 
the association's membership for the fight 
against. the milk trust in March.

Lorimer Bill Hasn’t Peeped. 

Senator Lorimer has been conspicuous by 
his absence. He hasn't been in Springfield 
since the extra session convened. His lieu- 
tenants say he is sick in Chicago. The Lori- 
mer bill hasn't peeped since the legislators 
arrived in December. It is the cherished hope 
of the minority in the senate that the house 
will kill the Schmitt bill. 

The Schmitt bill is essentially a water 
power measure. It provides for the immedi- 
ate flotation of. the $20,000,000: bond iss ue, 
under the direction of a board of commission- 
ers to be appointed by the governor, who is - 
| empowered further to select the chairman 
ot the commission. The commission is to 
proceed immediately with the work of dig- 
ging out the stretch of deep waterway, four - 
teen feet deep, with an eventual depth of 
twenty-four feet from the end of the sani- 
tary canal to Utica. 

The commission is empowered particularly 
to develop the water power which will be 
created by the Lockport-Utica extension, to 
conserve this power by means of proper lochis 
and power plants, and to dfspose of this 
‘power to consumers by competitive bids, 
under terms, gnd for established periods as 
specified in the bill. 

There is no provision for federal co- 
operation, but opportunity is offered whereby 
state and federal authorities may codperate 
if the federal government so desires: The 
theory of the bill, as expressed by Senator 
Schmitt, is that there wm be no federal co-

Senator Pitter Introduces Bill in 
Behalf of Coal Workers. 


DENEEN INDORSES ACTION. 


Recommends Commission’s Report Urg- 
ing Precautionary Legislation. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Springfield, III., Jan. 12.—[(Special.}]—Sen- 
ator Potter today introduced in the senate the 
bill recommended by the mining commission, 
establishing three rescue stations in the coal 
mining fields of the state, as expressed in the 
message of Gov. Deneen transmitted tp the 
senate this morning. 

The governor urged strongly that suitable 
legislation be enacted for the establishment 
of rescue stations, for proper fire precautions 
in mines, and for the revision of the mining 
laws governing the inspection of mines. 

The message was a direct result of the 
Cherry disaster and accompanying it wers 
the findings of the state commission which 
was authorized by fhe regular session of the 
legislature. 
| Although three bills are recommended by 
the commission, the rescue atation bill was the 
only one introduced today. It provides for 
rescue stations at La Salle, Springfield, and 
Marion. The other two bills will be put into 
the senate and house tomorrow. 


Governor Indorses Report. 

Denen, im submitting the commission’s 
report to the legislature, expressed the hope 
that i would help the legislators in their 
investigation of the perile of mining and in 
the passage of legislation for the promotion 
of safety. 

The commission in its report transmits the 
| Grafts of three bills: 


1. A bill for an act to require firefighting equip- 
memt and other means for the prevention and con- 
trolling of fires and prevention of the loss of life 
from fires in coal mines. 

2. A bill for an act to establish and maintain in 
important coal mining centers in this state mine 
firefighting and rescué station; and, 

8. A bill for an act to establish miners’ and me- 
chanics’ institutes and to maintain the same with 
a view to the technical education of miners. 


‘Provisions of.the Bills. 

The first bill provides, for a water supply 
at the bottom of both the hoisting and es- 
capement shafts and for 300 feet in all di- 
rections therefrom, with standard hosé and 
connections that will be uniform in all the 
mines of the state; for fireproofing, hose con- 
nections, and an automatic sprinkler system 
at centrally located stablés in mines; for 
the convenient distribution. throughout the 
mines: of portable fire, fighting equipment; 
and; for a system of telephone and electric 
danger signals for use in warning men of any 
section of. the mine or the entire mine to- 
leave the mine in case of Hre/ by a designated 
route; fon the construction of fireproof shafts 
and adjacent areas in all coal mines déve!- 
oped in Illinois subsequent to the enactment 
of this legislation. 

The second dill provides special facilities 
at each of three stations to be established 
by the state for training miners in fire flight - 
ing methods and in the use of specia! equip- 
ment for fighting mine fires where there 18 
danger to life from pclsonous or. explosive 
gases and for rescuing imprisoned miners 
in case of mine disasters. | 

Urges Miners’ Institutes. 

The commission ashes favorable consid 
ation for the bill providing for the’ establian- 
ment and maintenance of miners. and me- 
chanics’ institutes. Its principal reasons 
for recommending the establishment of these 
institutions are: 

“ Pirst—The state of mino requires men 

aspiring to become mine inspectors, mine 
managers, mine examiners, and miners to 
submit to an educational test before permiét- 
ting them to work. The state should, there- 
fore, assist men to prepare eee ger 
these preseribed tests. 
- *Second—In mining communities e are 
handicapped by the lack of early training. 
The present system makes no provision for 
the further training of such persons.

Public Its Own Watchdog. 

Ald. Merriam told the members of the ctub 
which he was addressing that the idea among 
politicians that a “‘ public office ig a private 
snap is unfortunately altogether too preva- 
lent.“ He also declared that the level of 
efficiency in public office corresponds with 
mathematical accuracy to the measure of 
sustained public intelligence and interest.“ 
and that in the main the public official will 
do what is expected of him.“ 

“If he finds that he is being rewarded 
most by pleasing the ring of contractors, he 
naturally will follow this environment,“ he 
continued. On the other hand, if he finds 
that his reward comes from being an honest 
and efficient public servant, he will follow 
that line. We should not forget that the 
public official is just a man like ourselves, 
and is influenced: by public sentiment and 
his environment.“ 

He explained to his hearers that most in- 
vestigations such as his commission was 
undertaking resulted merely in the indict-. 
ment or conviction of a few-officials, and 
that when the light was turned off, the old 
irregular systems were once more prevalent. 
and that it was the aim of this commission 
to construct and install new systems that 
would prevent dishonesty in the future. 

Installing a new system is like vaccinat- 
ing a man,” remarked the alderman. It is 
rough on him at first, but beuveficial in the 
end. I understand that vaccination, to be 
efficacious, must be done every seven years.“ 
He concluded with an appeal for the silent 
support of the masses’ to the commission.

U. S. OWNS HALF OF COAL LANDS. 


Bulletin of Geological Survey Shows 
70,000,000 of 122,000,000 Acres 
Held by the Government. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 12.—Of the 122,000,- 
000 acres of western coal lands, 70,000,000 
acres still remain in the hands of the federal 
government, according to a statement con- 
tained in a bulletin issued today by the United 
States geological gurvey. - 

The report deals with the present scheme 
of classification and valuation by the gov- 
ernment of its coal lands, which is based on 
selling coal land at coal prices and fixing 
the price per acre on an estimate of tonnage 
content and quality of coal. 

In September last the sales at Salt Lake 
City averaged more than $48 an acre, and in 
Wyoming declaratory statements have been 
made. in one of which the prices range from. 
$370 to $410, and in another from $225 to $430 
per acre.

Says Dr. A, W. Morrow Knew 
He Was Using Public Money 
to Pay Company Debts, 


John B. Hess, defaulting collector of Hins- 
dale, III., was indicted yesterday by the Du 
Page county grand jury on the charge m- 
bezziement. After voting the true bil) the 
grand jury, whieh was tn session at Aurora, 
adjourned.

indictments were returned by the jury, there 
being no tangible evidenee against the other 
party said to have had knowledge that Hess 
was using village funds. . 

The next grand jury, however, will in- 
vestigate these rumors. The former col- 
lector, if convicted, will be liable to a prison 
sentence of from one.to fourteen years,” 


Hess Names Dentist. 

In a statement made to Lawrence P. Con- 
over, village attorney of Hinsdale, Mr. Hens 
has named Dr. Arthur W. Morrow, a Hins- 
dale dentist, as the man who had knowledge 
of the fact thet Hess was using village 
funds to pay the bills of the Hinsdale Electric 
Supply company, of which Morrow was 
president and Hess secretary and treasurer. 

Dr. Morrow denied that he had any know!- 
edge or intimation of the fact that the bills 
of his company were befng paid with village 
funds until he was informed of the matter 
during the day. And he denied further that 
he had any knowledge or intimation of any 
of Hess’ embezziements until he read of the 
matter in the newspapers recently. 

Acting upon the statement made by Hess, 
the authorities of Hinsdale are preparing to 
join Morrow and Hess in a suit to recover 
shout 63.800 of village funds which Hees 
says he used in paying debts of the Hinsdale 
Electric Supply company. Hess has ex- 
pressed his willingness to appear before the 
grand jury of Du Page county and testify to 
Dr. Morrow's knowledge of the unlawful 
use that Hess made of a portion of the em- 
bezzled village funds. 


Warned by Village Board. 

It was at Dr. Morrow's instence that the 
Hinsdale Electric Supply company was or- 
ganised,”’ said Hess during the day. He 
came to me and proposed that we incorporate. 
He handied the incorporation matter. He 
was president of the company and I was seo- 
retary and treasurer. Dr. Morrow and I 
agreed to purchase our supplies in the name 
of the village of Hinsdale, as by that means 
we got a lower rate. Some of our private 
bills accidentally got before the village board 
and were held up. At that time I was told 
by the village board that I had better not be 
actively known in the electrical supply com- 
pany, and was warned to discontinue the 
practice of buying company supplies in the 
name of the village. 

After that I began to pay our company 
bills with village money, as we had no money 
of our own with which to pay them. That 
continued for six or seven months, and dur- 
ing that time I used about $3,500 of village 
funds in paying the bills of our company. 
I told Dr. Morrow of what I had done and in- 
formed him that we would have to find a way 
of paying back the money. 


I was told by the village board to quit the 
electrical supply company entirely. I signed 
@ bill of sale te Dr. ow, the Consideration 
stated being $250.. But Morrow did not pay 
me anything for my interest. 

.““ When I quit the office of village collector 
last May I felt that my embesslements would 
be discovered." 


Denies Guilty Knowledge. 

“J was president of the Hinsdale Electric 
Supply company.“ said Dr. Morrow, but I 
paid little attention to the business, I left it 
all to Hess. He attended to everything. I 
did not know that supplies for our company 
were being purchased in the name of the vil- 
lage. There was no reason for that, as the 
rate was no lower than the rate we already 


had. 

When Hess quit the company he did not 
receive any money, for his share in the com- 
pany was covered by debts, and these debts 
are still unpaid. I supposed all along that 
our bille were being paid with our own 
money.“

OPPOSITION GOES AWRY. 


Originally Favors Proposition 
Because of German War 
Seare; Bill Will Pass. 


" [CHICAGO ‘TRIBUNE BUREAU.} 
Ottawa, Can., Jan. 12.—(Special.J—A navy 


ot eleven ships to cost $15,000,000 in construc- 


tion and $3,000,000 annually for maintenance, 
the organization of a permanent navai force 
for the dominion, and the launching of Can- 
ada as a navy supporting nation, are em- 
braced in the government policy outlined by 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier at the opening of pariia- 
ment today. 

The prime minister introduced immediate- 
ly after the opening of the session a naval 
bill for which the country has been walt- 
ing since November. It provides for a fleet 
of four Bristols, one Boadicea, and six tor- 
pedoboat destroyers, a total of eleven ships 
to constitute the beginning of Canada’s navy. 
This ambitious plan exceeds the expectations 
of many loyal friends of the government who 
did not expect more than seyen ships in the 


government's first naval budget. 


What the Plans Provide. 

Briefly, Canada's plan provides: 

The construction of eleven ships in Canadian 
yards, at a total cost of about $15,000,000. 

The creation of a permanent naval force, to be 
under the direction of the department of marine 
and fisheries. 

Designation of a director of naval service under 
that department. The creation of an advisory 
naval board. 

The fleet to be under dominion control, and 
available in war, tfvasion, or insurrection, real 
or apprehended.” 

In a British emergency, the fleet may be trans- 
ferred to the control of the imperialgdmiralty. 

Canadian citizens shall not be liable to involua- 
tary enlistment in time of war. 


Will Start Fleet at Once. 

The plan outlined by the premier suggests 
immediate steps toward the construction of 
the fleet. | . 

Opposition opened upon the naval bill at 
once, notwithstanding the premier’s state- 
ment that the government wanted the debate 
delayed until next week. The attacks of the 
opposition showed that side to be permanent- 
ly decided upon the subject. 

R. L. Borden, Conservative leader, repre- 
sented that portion of the opposition in de- 
claring England's peril from Germany to be 
immediate and the Laurier government’s 
program entirely inadequate. F. D. Monk, 
leader of the Quebec Conservatives and a 
powerful figure in the opposition ranks, 
sounded a note of entire disapproval of a 
naval program of any kind, and skepticism 
as to the reality of the-German war scare. 

The announcement of the government’s 
naval plan and the introduction of the naval 
bill brings to a head the controversy that has 
shaken the dominion for nearly a year over 
the question of a naval establishment. The 
Laurier government has ample votes to put 
its bill through, as the opposition members 


will in many cases support it, but th 
promises to be bitter. e 


Will Have Naval School. 

The new naval establishment wil} include 
a permanent, reserve, and volunteer enlist- 
ments. Iti will be necessary to train the en- 
tire naval force for the‘dominion navy and 
provision is made for the establishment of a 
naval college similar to the military college 
now maintained at Kingston, Ont.

United States was defrauded out of more 
than $2,000,000 in duties. 


Executive Officer May Be Indicted. 

Stockholders of the company met in Jersey 
CRy today and the company’s position with 
regard to the sugar underweighing was made 
known in a report of the board of directors. 
The membership of the board was increased 
by the election of Edwin F. Atkins and Sam- 
ue Carr, both of Boston. , 

It is reported that the new federal grand 
jury will return an indictment against an 
executive offices of the company. 

The majority of the stock ok the company, 
the report states, is held in New England. 
In answer to the charge that the company 
was exercising a monopoly in the sugar trade, 
the directors said that not more than 43 per 
cent of the sugar consumed in the country 
was refined by the American company. 

Has Paid $335,000,000 in Duties. 

The company has no agreement, direct or 
implied, in regard to the fixing of prices, the 
Concerning the present lit- 
igation with the government, the board said: 

* No extended or*adequate reference can 
be made at this time to the litigation against 
your company and some of its employés, for 
the reason that these matters are still the 
subject of judicial investigation. Your board 
has endeavored in every way to facilitate the 
investigations of the government.” 

The company has paid in duties to the gov- 
ernment in fourteen years the sum of $335, - 
000,000. The yearly financial statement will 
be made public later. 


Attorney Shearn Issues Statement on 
Alleged Abstraction of Letter Con- 
cerning Sugar Prosecution. 


New Tork Jan. 12.—It has been stated in 
published accounts of the investigation into 
the alleged abstraction of Attorney General 
Wickersham’s letter concerning the sugar 
trust prosecutions from United States At- 
torney Wise's files, that the Cosmopolitan 
Magazine. which published the letter, was 
owned and published by William R. Hearst.

George B. Harris is to retire in the near 
future as president of the Burlington rail- 
road, official denials to the contrary notwith- 
sianding. He has been president since 1901 
and has been connected with the lines com- 
prising the Burlington system for forty-four 
yeafs, starting as office boy for the Hannibal 
and St. Joseph railway in 1866. 

He will be succeeded by Darius Miller, now 
first vice president, in charge of the traffic 
department, who will assume jurisdiction 
over the operating department also when 
gecond Vice President Daniel Willard leaves 
to become president of the Baltimore and 
Ohio next week. Mr. Miller's title will not 
be changed for the present and the date on 
which Mr. Harris will retire depends on the 
action taken by James J. Hill and the board 
of directors. 

For over a year Mr. Harris has sought to be 

from the duties of his office, while Mr. 
“Hill heretofore has prevailed upon him to 
remain. He is now 62 years of age. He 
wishes to have more time to himself and ex- 
pects to spend part of every year in Call- 
fornia. 


Starts In When 16 Years Old. 


In addition to the distinction of having 
risen from office boy to the presidency of 
one of the greatest railroads in the country, 
Mr. Harris also has the somewhat unusual 
record of having confined his services to that 
‘gystem with the exception of one year, when 
‘he was assistant to the gen 
the Sante Fé. He was born in Brookline, 
Mass., and at the age of 16 moved to Han- 
nibal, * where he secuted work in the 
railroad office. 

His advance to clerk and paymaster was 
rapid, and in 1871 he entered the land depart- 
ment of the Burlington and Missouri River 
road under his father. He had much to do 
with securing the right of way and later be- 
, Came purchasing agent, with enn 
at Omaha. 

After returning from the Santa 5e in 1884 
he was appointed assistant to the president 
of the Chicago, Burlington and Northern, 
becoming general manager in 1885, and in 
1889 he was electeg president. When this 
road was taken over lormally by the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy he became second 
vice president and in 1901 he was elected 
president, with executive authority over 
9,000 miles of line. 

He has been a close associate of Mr. Hill 


‘since the latter acquired control of the Bur- 
ington, and is one of the friends usually 


taken by Mr. Hill on his summer fishing 
tripe in Labrador. He was elected president 
of the Colorado and Southern last winter 
after that road was acquired by the Burling- 
ton. 


Miller Serves Under Hill. 


Mr. Miller has been first vice president of 
the Burlington since 1902, and was previously 
one of Mr. Hill's lieutenants as second vice 
president of the Great Northern for three 
years. He began his railway career as a 
stenographer in the general freight office of 
the Michigan Central in 1877 and obtained 
experience in the traffic departments of the 
Tron Mountain, Memphis and Little Rock, 
St. Louis, Arkansas and Texas roads until in 
1880 he was made traffic manager of the 
Queen and Crescent,

Down $8.50 a Bale. 


LOSS FROM HIGH MARK $7. 


Bull Cliques Liquidate Heavily; Gen- 
oral Conditions Unchanged. 


New York, Jan. 12.~There was a further 
big break in the cottom marker today, mak- 
ing the third sensational slump in prices since 


-the movement started early last week. 


Panic stricken longs in all parts of the 
world seemed to be liquidating their cotton 


market showed such intense excitement and 
demoralization as finds a parallel only in the 
series of sensational movements following 
the collapse of the Sully boom. 


Highest Prices with One Exception. 

For more than a year the cotton market 
has been steadily advancing, and toward 
the end of last month prices had reached a 
level which since the civil war had only 
been equaled when Sully was at the height 
of his fame, March contracts selling at 16.17 
and May at 16.46. At the culminating point 
of today’s decline March contracts sold at 
14.60 and May at 14.78,a loss from the high 
record of from $7.85 to $8.40 a bale, almost 
all of which has occurred during the last 
week. The declines from the closing prices 
of last night amounted to more than $3.50 a 
bale. 

There does not appear to have been any 
change in general trade conditions to war- 
rant the almost unprecedented slump in 
prices, and in contrast to the Sully year no 
financial] difficulties have been précipitated, 


Big Bull Cliques Liquidating. 

It is apparent, however, that one after 
another of the big bull cliques which had 
been organized independently during the 
progress of the big bull market have been 
Mquidating.

Churehill Says Details. of 
Scheme Affecting Millions 
Are Worked Out. 


BENEFIT TO ALL, HE SAYS. 


Balfour Combats Home Rule; As- 
quith Sees Humor in the 
Situation. 


LONDON, Jan. 12.—A big scheme of unem- 
ployment insurance will be the work of the 
new Liberal government if returned to power, 
Winston Spencer Churchill, president of the 
board of trade, outlined the plan in a speech 
at Glasgow tonight when he addressed two 

huge meetings 

Mr. Churchill announced that the details 
had been worked out by the. board of trade 
and said if the people granted the money the 
house of commons would pass a compulsory 
and contributory unemployment insurance 
bili, which would deal with the affairs of up- 
wards of 2,250,000 adult workers, skilled and 
unskilled alike. 


Plan 150 Labor Exchanges. 

The shipbuilding, engineering, and allied 
trades first. would come under consideration, 
while side by side with the scheme, facilities 
would be extended for voluntary insurance 
aided by ‘the state. The plan would be car- 
ried’ on in conjunction with 150 labor ex- 
changes, which soon were to be opened 
throughout the kingdom. 

These exchanges, Mr. Churchill said, would 
give labor a scientific market and the ad- 
vantages which modern civilization had con- 
ferred on all the classes. The insurance plan 
would improve and standardize labor, and 
would benefit equally the employer and 
artisan. 

Chancellor Lloyd-George, at Wolverhamp- 
ton, evidently referring to the same scheme, 
said he had put $15,000,000 in the budget to 
deal with unemployment, whereas his op- 
ponents were trying to maintain a land sys- 
tem which was more responsible for unem- 
ployment than any single cause. He urged 
the necessity of taking wheat from wherever 
it could be obtained. 

Dont let us,“ he said, slam the door 


in the teeth of providence, and say we won't 
take it.“ 


Balfour Combats Home Rule. 

A. J. Balfour, the opposition leader, who 
spoke at York, alluding to the fact that the 
premier in his election address practically 
ignored the question of home rule, said it 
Was a subject requiring the attention of all 
students of politics—orie of the greatest prob- 
lems ever put before the. country. 

Yet it was brought forward by the Liberals 
as an unconsidered item and as an uncon- 
sidered scheme of legislation. The premier 
had said just enough to make the National- 
ists struggle for the return of the radical 
party and had not devoted eitber the time or 
the attention which the subject required. 

The more home rule is understood by 
British audiences,"’ said Mr. Balfour, the 
more they are determined to resist it, and its 
only chance of obtaining a favorable hearing 
is due to the fact that great home rule con- 
troversies are entirely new to the younger 
generation of politicians.“

BATTLE. IMMINENT AT ACOYAPA? 
{BY ASSOCIATED) PRESS. } 

BLUEFIELDS, Nicaragua, Jan. 12.—A 
message received from Gen. Chamorro, and 
made public today, says that a decisive bat - 
tle is imminent at Acoyapa. Three thousand 
provisionals with twenty cannon and eight 
rapid fire guns have been concentrated, and 
are moving on the government forces. 

Apoyapa is midway between Bluefields, the 
headquarters of the rebellion, and Managua, 
the capital, and fifteen miles from the east- 
ern shore of Lake Nicaragua. 

Earlier reports that Gen. Mena had o¢cu- 
pied Acoyapa uhopposed were erroneous and 
grew out of the fact that an advance guard of 
400 provisionals reconnoitered in that vicin- 
ity. They did not enter the town. 

The recent official statements based on mes- 
sages from Granada to the effect that there 
were no insurgent troops in the state of 
Chontales, in which Acoyapa is situated, ap- 
pear to have been promulgated to deceive the 
enemy into believing that the provisionals 
were inactive. The correspondents who left 
for the front today were informed that the 
expected battle would not take place proba- 
bly before a week or ten days. 

Chamorro’s message came as a surprise to 
those who are thoroughly informed of the 
situation. There is high authority for the 
statement that Chamorro expected to march 
unopposed to Managua. 


Movement Began Three Weeks Ago. 

The movements of the troops which cul- 
minated in their concentration before Aco- 
yapa began three weeks ago, immediately 
after the battle of Recreo. Gen. Mena, with 
1,000 men, proceeded up the Rama river; 
Gens. Masis and Correo struck into the west, 
following the Mico river, while Gen. Cha- 
morro moved up the Siquia river.

X-SULTAN ABDUL Aziz's crown jewels, which 


he pawned in the early part of last year for over 

$200,000 at the Mont de Piete at Paris, have 

been redeemed by the re he government just 

in the nick of time to prevent their being sold 
by auetion among other unredeemed goods, the sale al- 
ready having been advertised far and wide. 

The ex-sultan ie by no means the only old world mon- 
arch who has had recourse.to the pawnshop. Milan 
of Servia was a frequent ‘borrower from establish- 
ments of this character not only subsequent to but 
prior to his abdication; and while still on the throne on 
one occasion he pawned at Vienna all his crown 
including a jeweled sword of state of great historical 
value and regarded with veneration as ® sacred relic 
in Servia, in order to pay some heavy gambling debts 
ne ‘had: Contragted at the eard staple in the Austrian 
capital. 

As he failed to redeem them within the statutory pe- 
riod, they were advertised for sale and placed on e- 
hibition,\ until Emperor Francis Joseph came to - the 
rescue, redeemed them, and sent them back to Milan. 
The late king of Naples, who was at one time in strait- 
ened circumstances, borrowed a considerable sum from 
the great London pawnbrokers, the Attenborougha, on 
his silver, of which he had a handsome collection. 

Queen Isabella repeatedly pawned not only her jewels 


but the portraits of her ancestors, painted by famous 


old masters, and which adorned the walls of the palace 
of Castile, her home in Paris, She never made any 
secret about the matter, and was wont to declare that 
she felt particularly attached to the royal forbears in 
question by ties of gratitude; since they so often had- 
come to her rescue and helped her out of 80 many 
financial predicaments. 
ei — 

The crown jewels of Portugal were for many years 
on deposit in Paris ds security for loans, and, while a 
few of them have been redeemed, the majority of them 
have been sold. 

King Edward is on record as having on one occasion 
been obliged to pawn his watch and that of his equer- 
ry, the late Maj. Gen. Sir Christophér Teesdale, at 
Sedan. He was visiting the battlefields of the war of 
1870 a couple of years afterwards, and was particu- 
larly anxious to avoid recognition, traveling under the 
| strictest incognito. He and his party. staid longer at 
Sedan than they had intended, and when the moment 
came to pay the hotel bill it was found that there was 

not enough money to defray its total. 

There was no time to write for funds, and to tele- 
graph for them would have revealed the identity of 
the visitors. So accordingly Teesdale gathered in the 
watches of the then prince of Wales and of the latter's 
valet and went off and pawned them, along with his 
own, at the local Mont de Piete, sending back a few 
days later a servant to redeem them. 


ee 


While this excited amusement, nothing but disgust 
was excited by the action of the late pretender, Don 
Carles, who pawned the historic jeweled insignia of the 
Order of the Golden Fleece. which had been worn by 
Emperor Charles V., in order to spend the money ob- 
tained thereby on questionable associates. He failed 
to redeem the order in time, and accordingly it was 
placed on exhibition by the Mont de Piete at Milan 
and advertised for sale. 

Called to account by his indignant kinsfolk, and 
above all by the Emperor of Austria, who redeemed 
the Zewels, he endeavored to excuse himself by convey- 
ing the impression that the order had been pawned by 
an old general who for many years had been his prin- 
cipal aid de tamp. He actually allowed the veteran to 
be arrested for theft, and it was only during the trial 
that the facts of the case came Out—namely: that the 
general had pledged the jewels for his employer by di- 
rection of the latter, and that he had protested bitterly 
against the transaction, by which he had not benefited, 
one penny. 
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The presence of Princess Louise of Belgium at Brus- 
sels following the death of King Leopold gave rise to 
all sorts of embarrassing contretemps. Among those 
there to attend the funeral was her son, Prince Leo- 
pold of Saxe-Cob@rg Gotha, now 32 years of age, a 
captain of Austrian hussar who has ignored his 
mother ever since her sensational flight from Vienna 
with ex-Capt. Mattachich. Another embarrassing ren- 
contre was that with ber son-in-law, Duke Ernest Gun- 
ther of Schleswig-Holstein, only brother of the German 
empreas, and who has held no .communication with 
Princess Louise since he merried her only daughter 
more than a decade ago. Then, too, Princesss Stepha- 
nie herself only a week previously had given out 
in Austria a widely published interview laying stress 
on the fact that she was entirely estranged from her 
elder sister, whose conduct she could not countenance 
in any respect, and with whom she did not wish to be 
associated in the popular mind. 


oo 


King Albert showed the utmost courtesy and consid- 
eration to Princess Louise, inviting her to come to Brus- 
sels to attend her father’s funeral, sending a royal rail- 
road carriage to the frontier and assigning a general and a 
lady of the court to remain in attendance on her dur- 
ing her stay in the Belgian capital. But before she 
had been there twelve hours she had inaugurated, 
through her Belgian lawyers, legal proceedings di- 
rected against the Baroness Vaughan, with the avowed 
object of compelling her to disgorge property bestowed 
upon her and upon her children by the late king. This 
action on her part, instituted on the eve of the funeral, 
angered and shocked the new king, his mother, the 
countess of Flanders, and Leopold’s two other daugh- 
ters, the Princesses Clementine and Stephanie, whe re- 
garded her conduct not only indecent but ‘calculated to 
provoke the scandals they are eager at all costs to 
avert for the sake of the dynaaty. 

When, in addition to this, the princess, tn an inter- 
view with Albert, declared that she would not leave 
Mattachich and the strange people by whom she has 


return for his bestowal upon her of an allowance, a 
royal residence in Belgium, and a suitable household, 
the break became complete. She was not present at 
the funeral, nor even at the services held in the 
ohurch at Laeken on the eve of the obsequies, which 
were attended by all the members of the royal family, 
and left Brussels for Cologne in an ordinary railroad 
train while the official obsequies were in progress, 
greatly to the relief of the foreign royal and imperial 
guests, who, personally acquainted with her, found 
it dimeult to accord to one under the ban of every. court 
in Europe the homage due to a princess of the blood 
and to a daughter of the dead king,
